A source advised on May 27, 1969, that the Republic of 
New Africa (RNA) is an all-Negro organization founded in Detroit, 
“Michigan, at a Black Government Conference held on March -30-31, 
1956 


. At this conference ROBERT F, WILLIAMS was elected 
President of the RNA. Regarding WILLIAMS, it should be noted . 
that on August 28, 1961, a Federal warrant was issued at Charlotte, 
North Carolina, charging him with Unlawful Flight to Avoid Prosecution 
for the crime of Kidnaping. Subsequent to the issuance of this 
warrant, WILLIAMS fled the United States. 


This source advised that the purpose of the RNA, which 
is to be revolutionary in nature, is to make efforts for international 
recognition with assistance from other black nations of the world. 
The RNA proposes to make attempts to obtain land in one of the 
southern states, establish a government in exile, petition for a 
seat in the United Nations, and demand reparations from the United 
States Government for ancestral slave labor. 


2 A second source advised that the purpose of the RNA is 
to establish an independent black nation within the United States; 
demand that the United States give them five southern states--+ 
Lovisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia and South Carolina; and 
demand reparations from the United States for ancestral slave 
labor, These reparations are to be $10,000 for every black person 
in the United States. . 


At the session of the RNA Second National Convention 
held in Detroit, Michigan, on March 29, 1969, members of the 
Black Legion, acting ss bodyguards for MILTON HENRY, First Vice 
President of the RNA, opened fire on two Detroit policemen, killing 
one and critically wounding the other, 


: A third source advised on March 14, 1969, that the Black 
Legion igs a group within the KNA composed of male and female members 
dedicated to black’ freedom and committed to the concept of 
systematic armed revoltuion.

JEAN SEBERG is a well-known American movie 
actress, She has been married on two occasioris. Her 
eurrent husband is ROMAIN GARY, and their permanent 
residence is 108 Rue du Bac, Paris, France, 


During 1969, she was romatically involved with 
HAKIM ABDULLAH JAMAL, ms well-known Los Angeles black 
nationalist. Also, during late 1969, she reportedly 
became romatically involved with RAYMOND HEWITT, Minister 
of Education, Black Panther Party (BPP). Reportedly 
she believed that she had become pregnant by HEWITT, 
During September, 1970, she gave birth to a baby girl 
prematurely which died’ two days later, Newsweek magazine 
printed an article in August, 1970, claiming that the 
father of SEBERG's baby was an American black militant. 
In Octeber, 1971, a Paris court found this article to be 
libel and awarded her more than $8,000.00 in damages. 


During 1969 and 1970 SEBERG was known to have 
been a substantial financial contributor to the BPP, She 
did translations and other work for HEWITT, and also at 
one time held herself out to be a spokeswoman for the BPP, 


SEBERG left the United States in June, 1969, 
and only returned for two visits during 1970. She is not 
known to have participated in any black nationalist 
activity since the death of her child, September, 1970. 


In view of the above it is felt that inclusion 
of SEBERG's name on the Administrative Index is not. warranted.

Fulton advised he has a recollection of the proposed COINTELPRO 
action and was always under the assumption that the Los Angeles 
office had taken advantage of an opportunity and carried it 
out. He recalis no FBIHQ effort to determine who, if anyone, 
implemented the proposal. 


On 9-21-79, Supervisor[__—s—C—CSC J. tise =O 
he recalled the proposal and the Bureau's 1970 response bic 
(attachment #2) that Los Angeles should wait two months and 
resubmit its recommendation. When the article appeared in the 
Los Angeles Times, Agents of the Los Angeles Squad, including 
himself, assumed that FBIHQ had implemented the proposed 
COINTELPRO action against Seberg. To the best of his 
knowledge no one in Los Angeles implemented this action. 


The unresolved question is "Did the FBI in fact, 
implement the proposed counterintelligence action at all and 
if so, who did it?" No information appears in files reviewed 
to date at FBIHQ or Los Angeles to establish that the FBI 
released this material to the Los Angeles press. 


Attachment #7 is an FBIHQ teletype to Los Angeles 
dated 5-11-76, asking Los Angeles certain questions concerning 
the effect of any departmental notification to Miss Seberg 
that she was the target of a COINTELPRO action. 


The Los Angeles response (attachment #8) dated ~ 
5- 12-76, responds to the questions of FBIHQ and refers only. 
to “a proposed Los Angeles Operation concerning Jean Sebetg 
and Raymond Hewitt" as outlined in attachments #1 and #2. 
Apparently, at no time did FBIHQ ask Los Angeles in writing 
if it was responsible for the release of the proposed 
COINTELPRO action against Miss Seberg.

I am interested 
particularly in knowing when the FBI notified Ms. Seberg of its 
past wrongdoings toward her and under what circumstances that 
notification was made. The media accounts appear to be conflict- 
ing in this regard: one account indicates the FBI voluntarily 
notified Ms. Seberg through U.S. consular officials; another 
indicates the information was obtained only through a Freedom of 
Information request. 


The reason for my concern is that I believe that the Department's 
policy--at least under former Attorney General Levi--was that 
Cointelpro victims were to be notified by the FBI of the actions

As the enclosed Rules and Procedures of my professional association's 
Ethics Committee Indicates, no matter how long ago an ethical violation 
was committed, it may be taken up by the Ethics Committee within a year 
after it could have possibly learned of the violation. The revelation 

q in the New York Times today and the death of Jean Seberg call for more 
than just a release of information from the FBI if your statement: ‘We 

i are out of that business forever" is to be believed by persons like 
myself. Unless your staff knows that such action, if discovered and 
verified, will result in dismissal and, possibly, prosecution there is 
the continued grounds for a repetition of such action the next time an 
internal threat develops within our country. 


Given the above, I am asking, as a citizen of these beloved United 
States, what action have you taken or do you plan to take beyond 
releasing the statement previously referred to in this letter? Thank 
you for considering this request for information.

Committee on Scientific and Professional Ethics and Conduct* 


I. Responsibility and Functions 
of the Committee 


Under the Bylaws of the Association, the Com- 
mittee on Scientific and Professional Ethics and 
Conduct (CSPEC) is set up 


to receive and investigate compleints of unethical conduct 
of Fellows, Members, Associates, and Affiliates; to endeavor 
to settle cases privately; to report on types of cases ine 
vestigated with specific description of difficult or recalcitrant 
cases; to recommend action on ethical cases investigated; 
and to formulate rules or principles of ethics for adoption 
by the Association. 

Under the Rules of Council, CSPEC is instructed 
to establish rules governing its own procedures, 
Following are the rules and procedures under which 
it operates, 7 


II. Scope and Nature of Authority 


The Association, which has authority only over 

“APA members, must decide whether an individual 
shall become a member, continue as a member, or 
be readmitted to membership. 

For violation of the Ethical Standards of Psy- 
chologists (Ethical Standards), it may expel a 
member or administer a: lesser penalty such as a 
reprimand or supervision. Where it is shown to 
CSPEC that any member of the Association has 
been convicted ef a felony (and such member shall 
have no further right of appeal from such convic- 
tion), or where any member of the Association has 
been expelled from an affiliated state psychological 
association or decertified or unlicensed by a state 
or local licensing board, CSPEC may,.after a re- 
view of the record leading to such conviction, ex- 
pulsion, decertification, or loss of license, immedi- 
ately suspend the membership of such a member. 
Such action will be taken by CSPEC in cases where

it appears necessary for the protection of the public, 
After suspension, the member will be afforded the 
opportunity to show good cause within 60 days, 
why he/she should not be expelled from member- 
ship In the Association. Upon his/her response to 
the rule to show cause, or upon the expiration of the 
60 days if no response is made, CSPEC shall recom- 
mend to the Board of Directors whether he/she 
should be expelled from membership in the Associa- 
tion. The Board of Directors may, after a review 
of the entire record, expel the member or administer 
a lesser penalty, 

As responsible citizens, the Association and its 
members are concerned with the professional con- 
duct of persons who purport to be psychologists but 
do not belong to the Association or one of its affili- 
ates. However, disciplinary action in the case of 
nonmembers may be taken only by governmental 
or other agencies which may have jurisdiction over 
the person. The Association may cooperate with 
such agencies by furnishing factual information and 
consultation. 

in carrying out its responsibilities, CSPEC shall 
base its activities on the Bylaws of the Association, 
on the Ethical Standards of Psychologists, as 
adopted and amended by the APA Council of Rep- 
resentatives, and on these Rules and Procedures, 
The objective of CSPEC with regard to the indi- 
vidual shall in all cases be constructive and educa- 
tive rather than punitive in character, the intent 
being to exert a salutary influence on members 
found to have violated ethical principles. How- 
ever, when the interests of the public or of the pro- 
fession are in conflict with personal interests, the 
former must be of overriding concern. 


HI, Meetings and Officers 


CSPEC shall meet at least three times a year at 
approximately four-month intervals. A quorum 
at such meetings shall consist of a majority of the 
elected members of the Committee. The Chair- 
Person shall be elected annually at a duly consti- 
tuted meeting, as shall the Vice-Chairperson. 
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‘There shall be‘a Vice-Chairperson of CSPEC who 
shall have-the-authority to perform all the:duties of 
the Chairperson of CSPEC when the Chairperson is 
unavailable or unable to perform ‘them. In these 
Rules and Procedures, all references to the Chair- 
person shall be read, unless the context ‘indicates 
otherwise, to include ‘the Vice-Chairperson when 
acting within the scope of his/her authority ‘as de- 
fined‘in this paragraph. 


IV. Correspondence and Records 


1, The permanent files of CSPEC shall be main- 
tained in the Central Office of the Association. 
Affiliated state psychological associations may de- 
posit in the central files of CSPEC such documents 
as are available on. termination of cases handled 
under their jurisdiction, The files shall ‘be confi- 
dential, as detailed under‘the Rules of ‘Section IX. 

2, CSPEC shall conduct as much of its business 
as is practicable through correspondence..Normally, 
such: correspondence shall be referred to the Com- 
mittee Secretary, a member of the Association 
designated by the Executive ‘Officer from the staff 
of the Central Office. ‘Copies of all correspondence 
by the Secretary concerning complaints of alleged 
unethical conduct shall ‘be sent ‘to the Chairperson 
and/or Vice-Chairperson, 

3. Complaints and inquiries concerning unethical 
practices received by any member of CSPEC, in- 
cluding complaints and inquiries concerning the 
actions of CSPEC and/or any of its members, shall 
be forwarded for reply ‘to ‘the Secretary in accord- 
ance with these Rules and Procedures. 

4. CSPEC shall establish and ‘maintain -such Hai- 
son with the ethics committees of Divisions and 
affiliated state psychological associations as will 
contribute to the more effective enforcement of the 
Ethical Standards. 


V. Procedure with Applicants for 
Membership. - 


‘The Association voids memberships.obtained on ‘the 
basis. of applications involving misrepresentation, 
fraud, or substantial error. Questions of unethical 
conduct on the part of the applicant are routinely 
handled by the Membership Committee or the 
Board of Directors. CSPEC shall review such ap- 
plications upon referral by the Membership Com- 
mittee or Board of Directors. If upon such review 
CSPEC finds that the membership was obtained 
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fraudulently, it shall recommend to the Board ‘of 
Directors that such membership ‘be voided. 


VI. Procedure with Former Members 
(Applying for Readmission under 
Article 14, Section 19 of the 

APA Bylaws) 


1, The Secretary shall receive fromithe Member- 
ship ‘Committee all applications for readmission to 
membership submitted by persons who have been 
dropped from membership or permitted’ by the 
Board of Directors to resign from the Association: 
on recommendation of CSPEC, . 

2, Applications for readmission shall be con- 
sidered by CSPEC only after five years have 
elapsed from the-date of termination of:membership: 
The membership application must be accompanied 
by favorable recommendations for readmission from 
five sponsors who are Members or Fellows of the 
Association, 

3. The Secretary shall transmit to CSPEC a 
summary of the application for readmission, includ- 
ing complete copies of the statements submitted by 
sponsors and a-digest .of ‘the ‘previous case ‘against 
the former meniber. The Committee-members stall 
vote on the action to be recommended indicating 
whether (a) the. former member should be read~ 
‘mitted, (6) there should be further investigation-or 
consideration at the next meeting of ‘CSPEC, or. (¢) 
readmission should’be refused. 

4. If an investigation or conference ‘is held, 
CSPEC shall vote-on the findings to ‘recommend 
whether (a) the former member should ‘be readmit~ 
ted, (d) his/her application: for readmission should 
be. deferred for -a stated period of time, or (¢) re- 
admission should‘be denied, 

5, Recommendation may be made by CSPEC 
pursuant to majority vote-of the full Committee. 

6. The Secretary of CSPEC shall report its de- 
cision to the. Membership Committee, 


VII. Procedures with Members 


It is the intention of CSPEC that the time require- 
ments specified in this and folowing paragraphs 
shall be adhered ‘to strictly. Nevertheless, the fail- 
ure to adhere to such requirements shall not ad- 
versely affect either CSPEC or the member, as ap- 
propriate, if they can show that‘such failure was not 
willful and that they would be unfairly prejudiced 
by strict adherence to such requirements. 


A, RECEIPT OF COMPLAINTS 


i. CSPEC shall recognize complaints received 
from both members and nonmembers of the Asso- 
ciation. CSPEC also may proceed sua sponte when 
a member appears to have engaged in conduct. that 
raises a question of a violation of the Ethical Stan- 
dards, that tends to injure the Association or to 
affect adversely its reputation, or that is contrary 
to or distructive of its object. Anonymous com- 
plaints shall not be recognized as a basis for action 
by CSPEC, 

2. CSPEC shall proceed against a member only 


if the complaint was filed within one year from the. 


time the alleged unethical conduct occurred or 
within one year from the time that the complainant. 
discovered or reasonably should have discovered the 
alleged unethical conduct. 

3. Upon receipt of the complaint, the Secretary 
of CSPEC shall determine the membership status 
of the person about whom the complaint has been 
made. If it does not involve a member or applicant 
for membership, the Secretary should so inform the 
complainant and may, where appropriate, refer the 
complainant to another association or government 
agency which may have jurisdiction over the non- 
member. The Secretary and Chairperson may, with 
the prewritten consent of the complainant, forward 
the complaint to another association or government 
agency which they believe may have jurisdiction 
over the nonmember. In such event, they shall 
advise the complainant of their action. 


B. INITIAL DISPOSITION OF COMPLAINTS 


1. If the Secretary and Chairperson determine 
that the conduct alleged in the complaint would not 
constitute, even if true, a possible violation of the 
Ethical: Standards, then the Secretary shall so no- 
tify the complainant. The complainant should be 
informed that he/she is not precluded from renew- 
ing the complaint if he/she can provide further 
information to CSPEC. 

2(a), If the Secretary and Chairperson deter- 
mine that the conduct alleged in the complaint may 
constitute, if true, a possible violation of the Ethi- 
cal Standards, the Secretary shall so notify the 
complainant and shall request of the complainant 
written permission for CSPEC to identify him/her 
to the member against whom the complaint has 
been made in the event that CSPEC determines to 
open the case, The complainant should be informed 
that failure on his/her part to grant permission 


might preclude CSPEC from proceeding in the case. 
Tf the complainant is a client or former client of 
the member complained against, the Secretary shall 
request a waiver by the complainant with respect to 
the member’s duty of confidentiality in regard to 
matters that are relevant to the case. 

2(5), If the Secretary and Chairperson deter- 

mine that there is not enough information to decide 
whether the conduct alleged in the complaint would 
constitute, if true, 2 possible violation of the Ethical 
Standards, the Secretary sliall request further in- - 
formation from the complainant. 
” 2(c). As appropriate, the requests by the Secre- 
tary specified in subparagraphs @ and & of this 
paragraph shall be made in the same letter. The 
complainant shall be informed that he/she has 
30 days from the time of receipt of the request(s) 
from CSPEC to respond. If, after 45 days, no re- 
sponse is received to a request made pursuant to 
subparagraph 4, or if the complainant withholds 
permission to identify himself/herself to the mem- 
ber, the Secretary and Chairperson shall decide 
whether to advise the member that a complaint 
against him/her has been received, either sue sponte 
or without the grant of permission. If, after 45 
days, no response is received with respect to a re- 
quest made pursuant to subparagraph 8, except for 
good cause shown, the Secretary shall take no fur- 
ther action in regard to the complaint and the mat- 
ter shall be considered closed, : 

3. If, after receipt of a response for the com- 
plainant pursuant to subparagraph 4, the Secretary 
and Chairperson are unable to determine whether 
the conduct alleged in the complaint may consti- 
tute, if true, a possible violation of the Ethical 
Standards, they shall forward to the members of 
CSPEC all of the written material in the matter and 
the decision as to whether to dismiss the complaint 
or inform the member that a complaint against 
him/her has been received shall be made by CSPEC. 

4, In lieu of proceeding with the complaint, the 
Secretary and Chairperson may recommend to the 
complainant that he/she refer the complaint to the 
appropriate state psychological association. Al- 
ternatively, the Secretary and Chairperson, on their 
own motion, may refer the complaint to the appro- 
priate state psychological association. Such referral 
does not constitute a waiver by CSPEC of jurisdic. 
tion over the complaint, provided, however, that 
CSPEC cannot open a case arising out of the com- 
plaint after 18 months from the date of such re- 
ferral. 
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C, ADJUDICATION OF COMPLAINTS 

i. If the Secretary and Chairperson have de- 

termined ‘that the conduct-alleged in the complaint 
may constitute, if true, a possible violation-of the 
Ethical Standards, or if CSPEC has voted, pursuant 
40. Section VII-B-3, to so advise the member com- 
plained against, the Secretary shall inform the mem- 
ber that a complaint against him/her has been 
received. The letter from the Secretary shall de- 
scribe the nature of the complaint and request in~ 
formation from the member as to. the facts sur- 
rounding the complaint. A copy of CSPEC’s Rules 
and Procedures and of the “Ethical Standards of 
Psychologists” will be enclosed. The Secretary 
shall inform the member of the name of the com- 
plainant if written permission has been secured, un- 
Tess CSPEC, for good cause, has decided to with- 
hold the name:of the complainant. If there is no 
complainant, the Secretary shall inform the member 
that CSPEC is acting sua sponte. 
” ‘The member shall be asked to reply to the allega~ 
tions within 30 days from receipt of CSPEC’s let- 
ter. Failure or unwarranted delay by the member 
in responding or lack of cooperation by the member 
in the investigation shall not prevent CSPEC from 
continuing its investigation and may itself consti- 
tute a violation of the Ethical Standards, 

CSPEC may require that the member respond on 
his own behalf rather than through counsel, al- 
though the member may consult counsel at any time 
during the case.. The member shall. be informed 
that the information submitted will become a ‘part 
bf-the record of the case which could be used if 
further proceedings were necessary. 

The member must provide information that is 

relevant to the complaint. CSPEC expects the 
member to provide the identity of any person other 
than the complainant to whom professional services 
were provided in matters relating to the complaint. 
If a member believes there is a conflict between 
his/her responsibility to his/her client and CSPEC’s 
request for information, he/she may seek advice 
from CSPEC in order to. resolve the conflict. 
» In addition to requesting information from the 
member against whom the complaint has been made, 
CSPEC may call upon any sources of information 
available to it. In the case of noncomplainants, 
‘CSPEC shall make an effort to obtain a waiver 
‘from the client if the information would aid in the 
investigation, CSPEC need not make its investi- 
gational files or sources of information available to 
the member at this time. 
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2. Within 30 days of receipt of a response from: 
the member to the CSPEC request referred. to in 
Section VII-C-i, the Secretary and Chairperson 
may determine that the complaint has no basis in 
fact, is insignificant, or is likely to be corrected, 
and after review by CSPEC shall close the case 
without further action, The Secretary shall inform. 
the member in question; the complainant; and such 
members, committees, and divisions of the Associa- 
tion; affiliated state and regional associations; 
ABPP; and/or state/local licensing and certifica- 
tion boards as may have been involved or may have 
been informed of the charges that the case has been 
closed because it appears that there was no basis in 
fact for the complaint or the complaint is insignifi- 
cant-and likely to be corrected. 

3. If the Secretary and Chairperson refer the 
case to the full CSPEC for decision, then the Sec- 
retary shall transmit to the memibers of CSPEC 
copies of the following: (¢) the original complaint 
and any further correspondence from the complain- 
ant; (5) the letters from the Secretary to the mem- 
ber apprising him/her of the nature of the alleged 
violation; (c) the membet’s reply and further cot- 
tespondence from the member relevant to the case; 
and (d) any further relevant information that the 
Secretary can assemble from the records of the 
Association, correspondence with state associations 
orboards, or other reliable sources. 

CSPEC shail determine whether to (@) close the 
case; (&) further investigate the complaint by cor- 
sespondence; (¢) establish an ad ‘hoc fact-finding 
committee; (d) ask the member in question to 
appear before CSPEC or to confer with members 
of CSPEC; (e) attempt an informal disposition of 
the case; (f) file formal charges against the member 
with the Board of Directors, but only after the 
member has been offered the opportunity ‘to appear 
before an ad hoc fact-finding committee and/or 
CSPEC itself; or (g) take any other action CSPEC 
deems necessary. A decision to file formal charges 
will be made on the basis of a written ballot of all 
CSPEC members. . 

If CSPEC votes to close the case, the Secretary 
shall so inform the complainant; the member in 
question; and such members, committees, and di- 
visions of the Association; affiliated state and re- 
gional associations; ABPP; and/or state/local li- 
censing and certification boards as may have been 
involved, or may have been informed of the charges. 

4, If CSPEC votes to attempt an informal dis- 
position of the case with the member, it may adopt, 


but is not limited to, any of the following methods: 

(2) cease and desist request, (5) censure, (c} re- 

ferral to a state psychological association, (d) re- 

ferral to an Association division committee, (e) 

supervision, (f) probation and/or rehabilitation, 

(g) education, or (%) any other action which 

CSPEC deems appropriate. The member in ques- 

tion shall have 30 days after notification to respond 

to CSPEC’s recommendation of informal disposi- 
tion, - 

If CSPEC informally disposes of the case with 
the member in question, it may, in its discretion, 
notify the complainant and such members, com- 
mittees, and divisions of the Association; affiliated 
state and regional associations; ABPP; and/or 
state/local licensing and certification boards as may 
have been involved, of the informal disposition. 
When CSPEC deems it necessary for the protection 
of the Association or the public, or when it deems 
it necessary to maintain the standards of the mem- 
bership of the Association, notification of informal 
disposition may be made to affilated state and re- 
gional associations and to state/local licensing and 
certification boards even though they were not in- 
volved in or informed of the prior proceedings. 

5. If attempts at informal disposition are un- 
successful, CSPEC shall determine at the next 
. scheduled meeting whether to (a) close the case; 
(8) establish an ad hoc fact- finding committee; (c) 
ask a member to appear before CSPEC; (d) file 
formal charges against the member with the Board 
of Directors, but only after the member has been 
offered the opportunity to appear befote an ad hoc 
fact-finding committee and/or CSPEC itself; or 
(e) take any other action CSPEC deems necessary, 

6. If CSPEC votes to establish an ad hoc fact- 
finding committee, or if it votes to file a formal 
charge with the Board of Diréctors and the member 
requests the institution of an ad hoc fact-finding 
committee, then the Chairperson, with the assis- 
tance of the Secretary, shall appoint an ad hoc fact- 
finding committee within 30 days from the date of 
CSPEC’s decision or the member’s request. The 
fact-finding committee shall consist of three people, 
one of whom shall be designated as the chairperson 
of the ad hoc committee. 

The members of the fact-finding committee shall 
be furnished with the pertinent documents in the 
case. The scope of-the inquiry to be undertaken 
by the fact-finding committee shall be outlined in 

. writing by CSPEC. The fact-finding committee 
shall be advised as to the necessity for conducting 


the investigation in such a way as to avoid injury 
to the reputation or means of livelihood of the 
member in question. 

The Secretary shall notify the member in ques- 
tion of the appointment of the ad hoc fact-finding 
committee and of the name of its members, includ- 
ing the identity of the chairperson, Within 10 days 
after receipt of such notification, the member may 
challenge, for good cause, the composition of the 
fact-finding committee. If,good cause is shown, 
the Secretary shall replace the challenged member 
of the fact-finding committee with another appro- 
priate thember. If the challenge is not made within 
said 10 days, it will be considered waived. 

At the time that the member in question is noti- 
fied of the appointment of the fact-finding com- 
mittee, he/she shall also be informed of the follow- 
ing: (@) that the purpose of the committee is to 
obtain the fullest possible understanding of the 
circumstances which led to the complaint; (b) that 
the chairperson of the fact-finding committee will 
prepare and forward a series of questions reffecting . 
the areas of CSPEC's investigation, but that the 
member may offer any statements or materials on 
other matters which he/she believes pertinent; (c) 
that the meeting with the member and with other 
witnesses will be recorded by a tape recorder or 
other transcription device; (d) that the testimony 
of the member can be introduced at subsequent 
Association hearings on the pending complaint; (e) . 
that he/she may be represented by counsel at the 
meeting with the fact-finding committee, but that 
the member, and not the counsel, is to respond to 
the committee’s questions; (/) that the fact-finding 
committee may interview persons in addition to 
the member in question and that neither the mem- 
ber nor his counsel has the right to be present at 
such interviews; (g) that he/she may give to the 
fact-finding committee a list of persons. whom he/ 
she wants the committee to interview; and (#) that 
even if he/she declines to meet with the fact-find- 
ing committee, the committee may interview other 
pertinent witnesses who may have information rela- 
tive to the comiplaint and CSPEC may proceed with 
the case even though the member has waived his/ 
her right to appear before the fact-finding com- 
mittee. 

Within 90 days from the time of its institution, 
the fact-finding committee shall transmit to CSPEC 
a report of its findings and a recording or transcript 
of the hearing. The report should include copies 
of correspondence between the fact-finding com- 
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mittee and the member, and a narrative summary 
of the information obtained in response to its 
questions. 

7. Tf CSPEC has determined that the member 
shall be asked to appear at the next meeting, or if 
the member requests to do so, then CSPEC shall 
act in the capacity of a fact-finding committee and 
the procedures governing fact-finding committees 
which are applicable shall be followed. 

8. In an investigation of the conduct of a mem- 
ber, the primary concern is with his/her perform- 
ance as a psychologist. His/her private life may 
be considered only if there are allegations of con- 
duct such as to injure the profession. In the judi- 
cious evaluation of such allegations CSPEC shall 
be mindful of the traditional rights of noncon- 
formists. 

9. Within 30 days of receipt of the report from 
the ad hoc fact-finding committee, or from the time 
that the meniber has met with CSPEC, CSPEC 
shail determine what action to take in the case. 

If CSPEC votes to close the case, the Secretary 
shall so inform the complainant; the member in 
question; and-such members, committees, and divi- 
sions of the Association; affiliated state and regional 
associations; ABPP; .and/or state/local licensing 
and certification boards as may have been involved, 
or may have been informed-of the charge. 

When CSPEC finds the-case to involve violations 
of the Ethical Standards, it will determine whether 
to attempt to settle the case through informal dis- 
position, in which case the procedures outlined in 
Section VII-C-4 of these Rules and Procedures shall 
apply, or to file a formal charge with the Board of 
Directors. 

10. If CSPEC votes to file formal charges, a 
copy of the charges, the report of the ad hoe fact- 
finding committee, and the recommendations of 
CSPEC shall be transmitted to the member and to 
the President of the Association. The formal charge 
should list (a) the alleged violation, (b) the specific 
principles of the Ethical Standards violated, and 
(c) the action recommended by CSPEC, The 
President shall also be provided with a summary of 
‘the correspondence of CSPEC relative to the case, 

Within 30 days after the member receives a copy 
of the charges against him, he has the right to re- 

_ quest from the President of the Association a hear- 
ing on the charges. The right shall be considered 
waived if such request is not made within the 30- 
day period. If the member does request a hearing, 
the President, without any consultation with the 
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members of CSPEC, shall select a panel of not 
fewer than 10 members of the Association, none of 
whom shali be members of CSPEC or have had any 
prior connection with the case. From this panel, 
the member shall have 30 days in which to choose 
a hearing committee of five to bear the charges 
against him, If he/she does not make a selection, 
then the President shall choose the five members of 
the hearing committee from among the panel. “The 
President shall select a chairperson of the hearing 
committee who shall run the hearings and assure 
that the Rules and Procedures are properly ob- 
served, (i members of the hearing committee 
shall aod discuss the case with anyone associated 
with CSPEC other than at the formal hearing, The 
hearing committee shall have the the right to .ob- 
tain the services of independent legal counsel to 
advise it.on matters of procedure in connection with 
the hearing or, with the consent of the members, 
legal counsel for the Association can advise the 
hearing committee on such matters. 

A date for the heating shall be set by the Presi- 
dent with the concurrence of the member. The 
hearing shall take place within 90 days from the 
time of the member's request for a hearing. 

At least 30 days prior to the hearing, the member 
and the hearing committee shall be provided with 
copies of all documents and the names of all wit- 
nesses that will be offered by CSPEC in support of 
the charges. 

At the hearing, CSPEC shall have the burden to 
establish the charges by a preponderance of the 
evidence. The case against the member shall be 
presented by a representative and/or a member of 
CSPEC. Legal counsel for the Association may 
participate fully in the presentation of CSPEC’s 
case. The member shall have the right to counsel, 
to present witnesses and documents, and to cross- 
examine the witnesses offered by CSPEC. The 
hearings may be adjourned as necessary and 
CSPEC may introduce rebuttal evidence. All evi- 
dence that is relevant and reliable, as determined 
by the chairperson of the hearing committee, shall 
be admissible, The formal rules of evidence shall 
not apply. At the conclusion of the hearing, the 
hearing committee shall have 30 days in which to 
issue its report and recommendations. The hear- 
ing committee shall recommend that the member 
be cleared of the charges, be disciplined, be allowed 
to resign, or be expelled. A recommendation that 
a member be expelled or be allowed to resign must 


. be made by four of the five members, Other dis-

ciplinary measures may be recommended by a sim- 
ple majority. Unless at least three of the five 
hearing committee members recommend that a sanc- 
tion be imposed on the member, the hearing com- 
mittee shall recommend that the charges be 
dropped. . 

The hearing committee shall submit copies of its 
report and recommendations to the member, to 
CSPEC, and to the Board of Directors, The mem- 
ber shall have 15 days from receipt of the hearing 
committee’s report in which to file.a written state- 
ment with the Board of Directors. CSPEC shall 
then have 15 days in which to file a response. 

After consideration of the record, the recom- 
mendation of the hearing committee, and any state- 
ment that may be filed, the Board of Directors 
shall adopt the recommendation of the hearing 
committee unless it determines that (a) the Ethical 
Standards of the Association have been incorrectly 
applied, (5) the ‘finding of facts of the hearing 
committee is not supported by the evidence, (c) 
the procedures followed were in serious violation of 
the Bylaws of the Association, or (d) the recom- 
mendation of the hearing committee is not war- 
ranted in light of the evidence. In the latter event, 
the Board of Directors shall have the power to 
modify the recommendation of the hearing com- 
mittee, provided, however, that no suck modifica- 
tion shall result in the imposition of sanction on 
the member which is more severe than that recom- 
mended by the hearing comimittee, The Board of 
Directors will render its decision within 60 days 
after the hearing committee has made its recom- 
mendation. 

If within 30 days of receipt of the charges from 
CSPEC, the member does not request a hearing, 
the matter shall be referred to the Board of Direc- 
tors and the recommendation of CSPEC shall be 
treated as the recommendation of a hearing com- 
mittee, 

‘The Board of Directors shall inform the member 
and, in ‘its discretion, may inform the complainant 
of its final action, and it shall report annually and 
in executive session to the Council of Representa- 
tives the names of the members who have been 
allowed to resign or who have been dropped and the 

” ethical principles involved. The Board of Directors 
shall report annually and in confidence to the mem- 
bership the names of members who have been 
dropped and the ethical principles involved. When 
the Board of Directors deems it necessary for the 
protection of the Association or of the public, or

when it deems it necessary to maintain the stan- 
dards of the Association, it may also notify affiliated 
state and regional associations, ABPP, and state/ 
local licensing and certification boards of its final 
action. Other interested parties may be notified of 
final action when, in the opinion of the Board of 
Directors, notification is necessary for the protec- 
tion of the public, 


VII. Clearance of Cases 


1, In connection with each meeting of CSPEC, 
the Secretary shall prepare a listing of every case 
in progress, indicating in outline form the pertinent 
steps leading up to its present status, At each 
regular meeting CSPEC shall act on each case in 
its current files, deciding whether consideration is 
to be continued or whether the case may be closed 
after appropriate final steps have been taken, 

2. Cases shall be adjudicated as expeditiously as 
possible. A case shall be considered automatically 
cleared, and the parties involved so notified, if no 
action has been taken by CSPEC after one year 
has elapsed from the date of receipt of the original 
complaint, except as provided for in Section VII, 
paragraph 1. On the presentation of additional evi- 
dence of unethical behavior, any case that has been 
previously closed may be reopened, In such a case, 
the procedures described in Section VII shall be 
followed. 


IX. Communication on Cases 


1, The work of CSPEC, including recommenda- 
tions and information on all cases before it, shall 
be kept confidential, except that it may disclose 
such information to groups specified in Article xX, 
Section 5, of the Bylaws or as permitted by these 
Rules as the Committee deems necessary to main- 
tain ethical practice by psychologists at. the highest 
level. In all communications or exchange of infor- 
mation, due care shall be taken to avoid unneces- 
sary injury to the reputation of the member in 
question or to his/her right to earn a livelihood, 

2, Whenever CSPEC decides that charges 
against a member indicate that investigation is 
needed, the Secretary or a delegate of CSPEC may 
request information pertinent to the case from the 
persons and witnesses involved; from members of 
APA who may possess information or evidence; 
from boards, committees, and divisions of the As- 
sociation; from the ethics committees of affiliated 
state and regional associations; from state/loca} 
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licensing and certification boards; and from ABPP. 
The Committee may give information Pertinent to 
ethics: cases astpormitted in the Bylaws to members, 
committees, aud divisions of the Association; to 
ethics: committees of affiliated: state and regional 
associations; to state/local Heensing and certifica- 
tion-hoards; and to ABPP, When a case is closed 
or when another disposition is made, such parties 
who. have. Bee informed will receive appropriate: 
notification. 

4. CSPEC’ shall give itiformation om cases before 
it to administrative and governmental authorities 
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as required by law; it may give informatton to such 
authorities to the extent permitted by the APA 
Bylaws, 

4, CSREC shall exchange information only as 
specifically authorized in the Bylaws. The release: 
of information to other persons is a responsibility 
of. the-Board of Directors which has directed. the 
Executive Officer of the Association and the Secre- 
tary: of CSPEC that information about ethics cases 
shail. be limited to a. statement that’ the individual 
is or is not now a member of the Association and 
the dates of his membership.

The Bureau file shows that in a communication dated 
6/10/70, Los Angeles was still considering this proposal. This, 
of course, is indicative that Los Angeles had not implemented 
the action which had been proposed back on 4/27/70.

There is in the file, documents 
showing that information concerning her pregnancy by an official 
of the BPP was furnished to John Ehrlichman in the White House 
and to the Offices of the Attorney General and the Deputy Attorney 
General. This was furnished on 5/19/70. (U) 


After a press release was made by the FBI concerning 
this matter and after some documents were made public, the news 
media and others have assumed the action was implemented. From 
the facts set out in the Bureau file; this is an erroneous 
assumption. In fact, Joyce Haber publicly stated that her source 
was not the FBI. (U)} 


It has been erroneously reported by the press that 
Ms. Seberg learned of this proposed action through the Freedom 
of Information Act. This is not true. Ms. Seberg received 
documents concerning this matter in November, 1976, not from 
the FBI, but from the Department of Justice as part .of the 
Attorney General's notification program. This program was 
instituted in April, 1976, to notify individuals who had been 
harmed by “improper" COINTELPRO activity. There was a criteria 
for such notification. Individuals were to be notified where 
the activity was improper, where actual harm may have occurred, 
and where they were not already aware that they were targets. 
It should be noted that from evidence in the file; this was an 
erroneous notification to Ms. Seberg. There is a teletype from 
Los Angeles dated’ May 12, 1976, still calling the action "pro- 
posed." Since people were to be notified only if actual harm 
may have occurred (of course, there could have been no harm unless 
the proposal had been implemented), she should not have been 
notified since there’ was no evidence to show the proposal had 
been implemented. In fact, as set out above, there is evidence 
to the contrary. (U0)

RE: COINTELPRO Matter Regarding The Late Jean Seberg 


Ms. Seberg, as shown above, learned of the proposed 
action in November, 1976, long after Newsweek Magazine (and not 
the newspaper article which is the Bureau file) had named her 
as being pregnant by a Black Panther: leader. She and her husband, 
Romain Gary, in April, 1971, sued Newsweek for libel and she 
recovered $8,333 in damages and he recovered $2,770. It should 
be noted that Los Angeles' proposed action was to furnish infor- 
mation to Hollywood gossip columnists. There is nothing in the 
file to indicate that there was ever a proposal to furnish any 
any information to any magazine such as Newsweek. In fact, an 
official of Newsweek has been quoted publicly as saying that 
their sources were French and. gathered by a French correspondent 
for the magazine. ({U) 


The file shows Ms. Seberg was having an affair not only 
with a BBP official, but with at least one other Black Nationalist 
leader. This, caused a dispute between the two leaders as well as 
causing disputes between the wives of these two men. In fact, one 
of the wives called Ms. Seberg's father in Marshalltown, Iowa, and 
told him of Ms. Seberg's activity. (U) 


Ms. Seberg was picked up on wire taps which were on 
the offices of the BPP. More than once she discussed her pregnancy 
with an official of the BPP. It is noted that some newspaper 
reports have led. the public to believe that her being pregnant 
was not true, but only a fictitious story planted by the FBI. 
This, of course, as the file shows, is’ not the case. Further, the 
public has been led to believe that the FBI was responsible for 
Ms. Seberg's suicide by "planting" the story with Newsweek. It 
was this story which led to her miscarriage and ultimate suicide 
according to one of her ex-husbands ~ not the Joyce Haber article 
which did not name her and to which we have been accused of con- 
tributing. Nowhere is there any document which indicates we ever 
furnished information to Newsweek in this matter. (U)

ft should be noted that although the evidence in the 
file shows the proposed action against Ms. SeBerg was never 
implemented, it has been speculated that either the SAC in 
Los Angeles at the time leaked the information to the press, or 
that someone in the old Crime Records Division at the Bureau 
leaked the information to the news media. Although there is 
nothing in the file to indicate this, it is, of course, possible. 
However, evidence in the-file shows there are other sources about 
which speculation could be made. It could have come from the 
White House, the Attorney General's office, the Deputy Attorney 
General's office, or from the wives of the men with whom she was 
having an affair. In fact, one of them did pick up the teleplione 
and furnish information to Ms. Seberg's father. This is, of 
course, purely speculation noting that Newsweek stated their 
sources were in France and Joyce Haber stated her's was not the 
FBI, but was a journalist whom she would not name. ({U)

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The charge that tHe“FBI had planted the story in the-press back in 1970 that Seberg 


was carrying a baby fathered by a Black Panther leader first surfaced in the news media” 
in the fall of 1979 when Seberg committed suicide in Paris. It was repeated by some 


suicide. CBS gave extensive publicity to these charges on these occasions, airing 

the charge or references to it no less than five times. On none of these occasions did 
CBS News indicate that there was evidence that the charge of FBI responsibility was 
false. 


On August 22, 1980, Accuracy in Media held a press conference in Washington at 
which we released documents and a tape recording from the FBI's file on Jean Seberg 
which AIM had obtained in response to a Freedom of Information request. These documents 
demonstrated that (1) the FBI headquarters in Washington had never approved a suggestion 
made by the Los Angeles office of the FBI that the story about Seberg's baby be given 
to a gossip columnist; (2) approval by the headquartets in Washington was required 
before such action could be taken by any FBI office; (3) Washington instructed Los 
Angeles not to act on the suggestion for about two months in order to protect the 
sensitive source of the information; and (4) Los Angeles withdrew its request for 
approval of the operation. The file further showed that an investigation by the FBI 
failed to find any evidence that any FBI agent or official had given the information 
about Seberg's baby to the press in contravention of the instructions from Washington 
headquarters. . 


The media reports about this matter had further alleged in some cases that the 
FBI had simply invented the story about Seberg's baby being fathered by a Black Panther 
and that it was false. This was a significant part of the effort to defame the FBI, 
because it suggested that the FBI had created a false-.smear, and this strengthened the 
claim that the FBI was responsible for dissemination of the story, since it was supposed 
to have been an invention of the Bureau. The documents and tape released by AIM at 
its August 22, 1980 press conference showed that the FBI did not invent the story 
about Seberg's baby's parentage. It concluded that Raymond Hewitt, then Minister of 
Education of the Black Panther Party, was the father on the basis of a telephone 
conversation which the FBI had intercepted and recorded. The conversation was between 
Seberg and Hewitt, and it indicated that Seberg considered Hewitt to have fathered her 
child. 


It was also alleged in the media reports that publication of the story about 
Hewitt being the father of the baby by Newsweek magazine so upset Jean Seberg that she 
had a miscarriage, which resulted in the death of the premature baby. It was further 
alleged that this unhappy experience was responsible for Seberg's subsequent mental 
instability, which ultimately led to her suicide. Documents released by AIM at the 
August 22 press conference cast strong doubt on this. Transcripts of two conversations 
between Seberg and persons at Black Panther headquarters in California showed that 
Seberg had been in bad health and that her doctors had warned her that she might not 
be able to carry her baby to term. These transcripts indicated that Seberg’s reaction 
to the publication of the Newsweek item about her baby did not cause her to react 
hysterically or in an unbalanced way.- She advised her Black Panther friends to be 
sure to read the item because they would find it amusing. She also indicated that she 
planned to sue Newsweek and hoped to win a large judgment, some of which she would 
give to her Black Panther friends. The transcripts indicated that Seberg was far more 
worried about a book that was being written by a former lover, also a black, which 
she feared would damage her reputation and her image among her friends in the radical 
black movement. 


All of these documents and the tape were made available to CBS News. NBC, ABC, 
The New York Times, The Washington Post, Associated Préss and United Press International 
all carried reports which mentioned this evidence and cast doubt upon the accuracy of 
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“the charges that had pA reported by the media. CBS ae to do so.. Instead 
it produced the November 17, 1981 profile of Jean Seberg which repeated ail the charges 
against the FBI and ignored all the evidence which exculpated the FBI. 


In the CBS profile there were repeated references to the FBI's alleged responsi- 
bility for Seberg's fate, stemming from the alleged role the Bureau played in planting 
the allegedly false story about Seberg's baby in the press. Here are the references. 


1. Mike Wallace opened the program saying, "A woman of beauty and pluck and 
compassion, Jean was victimized and eventually she was defeated by an.FBI ‘probe before 
she took her life.” 


2. Former Black Panther leader David Hilliard was shown saying, "When the FBI 
couldn't discredit us in any other way--they had already considered us terrorists, that 
we were all about killing whites and all their young babies and just totally without 
any virtue. Since that didn't go very well with our supporters, then certainly they 
reverted to the old taboo about sex between black women and white men, and since this 
woman was an actress with media popularity bigger than life, they scandalized and this 
was just another, as Bobby says, attempt out of their bag of dirty tricks.” 


3. Mike Wallace followed this saying, "Hilliard's words are more than just rhetoric 
».. believing that Jean was pregnant by Panther Raymond Hewitt, the FBI's Los Angeles 
office requested permission from Washington to plant an item which would publicize 
the pregnancy of Jean Seberg, cause her embarrassment, and serve to cheapen her image 
with the general public. Headquarters approved the plan but said it would be better 
to wait approximately two additional months until Seberg's pregnancy would be obvious 
te everyone. In the meantime, gossip columnist Joyce Haber of the Los Angeles Times 
had been fed the story and printed it. Haber called Seberg 'Miss A.' A few months later 
in.August 1970, Newsweek carried the same story. It named Seberg, writing that Jean 
and French author Romain Gary, 56, are reportedly about to remarry even though the baby 
that Jean expects in October is by another man, a black activist that she met in 
California. Although its still unclear from whom Haber and Newsweek got the story, it 
is clear that without FBI involvement the story would almost certainly have not surfaced.” 


4. Former Black Panther Elaine Brown is shown saying, "What the FBI did was it put 
it out there for any takers, and there were takers, and that's what's significant." 


5. A friend:.of Séberg*s named Logan is shown saying, “Prominent magazines were 
putting out this unbelievable story, this incredible lie." Mike Wallace immediately 
said: "She must have thought, ‘Where did they get this?'” 


This exchange tends to strengthen the charge that the FBI was responsible in 
the minds of the viewers, since they are told that the story was an incredible lie and 
CBS had tried to establish that the FBI was the source of this story on the basis of 
its misinterpretation of the Seberg-Hewitt phone conversation. CBS does not point 
out that the story was neither incredible nor clearly a lie, since there was no obvious 
reason why the Seberg-Hewitt relationship could not -have resulted in a pregnancy. 


6. Finally, another exchange was aired between Mike Wallace and a friend of 
Seberg's in which Wallace asked what Seberg had told the friend about the dead baby, 
Nina. The friend replied, "It was because of the FBI," and so on. Wallace asked, 
“What did she say about the FBI?" The friend replied, "She said the FBI killed the 
baby." 
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While Wallace himself carefully refrained from making the direct charge that the << _ 

FBI had planted the story, he himself pinnted responsibility on the FBI‘indirectly at 

jeast, and two former Black Panthers and one friend of Seberg's were employed to make 


the charge directly. CBS made no effort to see that the FBI's side of this story was 
adequately told. 


Although CBS knew that the FBI did not ever give the Los Angeles office of the 
Bureau approval to plant the story about Seberg's baby with the press, its account of 
the exchange between Washington and Los Angeles on this matter was incomplete and 
therefore misleading. The response’ FBI headquarters in Washington sent to the Los 
Angeles office on May 6, 1970 was an unambiguous order net ‘to take the action proposed 
at that time. The instruction read: : . 


To protect the sensitive source of information from possible compromise 
and to insure the success of your plan, Bureau feels it would be better to 
‘wait approximately two additional months until Seberg's:pregnancy would be 
obvious to everyone. -If deemed warranted, submit your recommendation at that 
time. . 


The Los Angeles office kept the idea on the back burner for two months, notifying 
Washington on Juné 10 and July 10 that it was still under consideration. On duly 28, 
Los Angeles notified Washington that they were dropping the proposal. 


J. Edgar Hoover had given instructions that actions such as the one Los Angeles 
had proposed were not to be undertaken without his personal approval or the approval 
of his aide, Clyde Tolson. There is no evidence in the Seberg FBI file that Hoover 
and Tolson were even informed of the proposed action against Seberg, much less that they 
approved it. 


it is clear that there was no officially approved FBI effort to spread the story 
about Seberg'’s baby. CBS never made this fact clear, but it aired the charge of people 
such as Hilliard and Brown that gave the impression that the FBI did officially put out 
the story. Mike Wallace himself gave credence to Hilliard's charge, saying it was more 
than just rhetoric. 


It may be that the information about Seberg's baby leaked from the Los Angeles 
office of the FBI, but there is also reason to doubt this. Washington had ordered that 
the action not be taken to protect the wiretap on Panther headquarters, and it seems 
unlikely that the well disciplined agents of the FBI would have deliberately disregarded 
such an instruction. In any case, the assumption that there was an unapproved leak is 
nothing more than speculation. Speculation does not seem an adequate basis for Wallace's 
statement that "without FBI involvement the story almost certainly would not have 
surfaced.” : 


The fact is that Seberg's pregnancy was known to many. people, and her affair with 
Raymond Hewitt was known to many people. ‘The intervention of the FBI was not at all 
necessary for those who know of the pregnancy and of the Hewitt affair to conclude that 
Hewitt was the father. As John J. O'Connor said in The Times, “One thing is certain: 
it couldn't have been very difficult for anyone to plant rumors about Miss Seberg. 

She doesn't seem to have been overly discreet.” 


It seems clear that CBS sought to convey the impression that the FBI must have 
been the source of the story about Seberg's baby because the story was without founda- 
tion and therefore:could not have come from any other source. . 
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: The CBS staff had the tape of the conversation between Seberg and Hewitt that 
‘led the FBI to conclude that Seberg considered Hewitt to be the father of the child. 
They aired a small portion of that tape on the air. ‘The tape had been edited by CBS 
to make it conform to the charge that the FBI had misinterpreted the tape. This 
editing was obviously deliberate. Had the words omitted been included, CBS could not 
have so facilely have made the case that the FBI had misinterpreted the conversation. 


’ 


Here is the relevant portion of the conversation. The important words that CBS 
omitted are underlined. , 


Hewitt: .That -was:a slick-deéision. It took you a while though. 


Seberg: What was that? 


Hewitt: That four-month decision. 


Seberg: Oh, yeah, well I ran into a thing that scared me legally about my other son. 
i was afraid I was going to lose custody, you know, if my former husband _got 

: . Mind of it and-he got upset about it. And I talked to him about it, and he’ 
wag really very civilized and very nice about it. So I guess it's really 
good. So, Caughts) everybody you know sooner or dater, I guess, is going 
to have a big’ tummy, 


Hewitt: (Laughs) Oh well, I'm going to try not to have anything to do with it. 


Seberg: (Laughs) Listen, I'm afraid of you. You're a liar. 


Hewitt: I really didn't know. 


Seberg: But I'm really happy. That's the bast kind of surprise you could have. 
That's terrific. 


Hewitt: (Laughs) 
Seberg: She told you what I called you, didn't she? 
| Hewitt: Yeah, but I can't remember. 
Seberg: Johnny Appleseed? 
Hewitt: Oh, no, she didn't tell me that. 
Seberg: Planting your little seeds around? 


The sentences that CBS edited out of this conversation made nonsense of the é 

explanation of the conversation that CBS ~presented through the words-of former Panther” 

Elaine Brown. Brow said that Seberg was referring to the pregnancies of Elaine 

Brown and Shirley Hewitt in talking about everyone Hewitt knew ending up with a big 

tummy. That clearly is not true, since the statement immediately followed with é 

Seberg's discussion of her own pregnancy. It was followed by Hewitt's statement that 

he’ was’ going to try net to have anything to do with it (Seberg's pregnancy). 

Whereupon Seberg said that he was a liar, words that CBS edited out. Seberg was clearly 
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telling Hewitt that he did have something to do with her pregnancy, and the fact Tee ¥ 
CBS found it necessary to edit the tape as it ‘did reveals they recognized that fact - ‘ 
and decided to alter the evidence to fit the story they wanted to tell. The editing 


of the Seberg-Hewitt tape was dishonest and resulted in a distortion that was unfair 
to the FBI and to the viewing audience. ‘ 


The tape does not prove that Hewitt was the father of Seberg's child. It 
merely shows that this was what Seberg was telling Hewitt. Given Seberg’s promiscuity, 
she may not have known herself who the father was. CBS asserts with great confidence 
that the father was Carlos Navarra, the young Mexican with whom Seberg had sexual 
relations during the period in which the child was conceived: It is assumed that 
since she was working in Mexico, she had no contact, with Hewitt during that period. 


What CBS overlooked was that Seberg may have met Hewitt during her trip back to 

the U.S. at Christmas in 1969. She went to Marshalltown, Iowa, but there is nothing 

in the record that would indicate that she did not stop off in Los Angeles to see her 
good friend, Raymond Hewitt. The taped conversation would seem to indicate that there 
was a reunion at that time. Seberg told Hewitt she was in about her fourth month, which 
would have placed conception around the end of December. It should also be noted 
».that another intercepted phone conversation indicated that Seberg might have returned 

to Los Angeles in late February. She could have conceivable made other quick trips 

that were not recorded. 


Contrary to what Mr. Logan said on the profile, there was nothing inherently 
incredible about the story that Hewitt was the father. If he was not, it was not for 
lack of opportunity. That was known to many people, and that is why the assumption 
‘that the story would have surfaced in the absence of the involvement of the FBI 
is itself incredible. 


It is clear that there is no proof that the FBI was in any way responsible for 
the story about Seberg's child appearing in the press. But even if it were, there 
is solid evidence to show that those stories were not responsible for the premature 
birth and death of the baby. Nor is it at all clear that the death of the baby was 
responsible for Jean Séberg's erratic behavior and eventual suicide. CBS failed to 
mention any of this evidence, preferring to work the theme that the whole tragedy was 
the fault of the FBI. 


Mike Wallace ended up saying: "At bottom, the death of the baby seems to have 
been the event that drove her to despair. Her second husband, Romain Gary, who was 
himself to commit suicide in late 1980, said publicly that every year on the anniversary 
of her baby's death, Jean would try to take her own life.” 


The truth is that Seberg was mentally unstable and was having serious difficulty 
carrying the baby prior to the publication of the story about the baby in Newsweek. 
David Richards in his biography of Seberg, Played Out, says of her in this period: 
"Actually her life was seriously splintered, and the pieces didn't seem to fit. Jean 

“was relying on liquor and tranquilizers to maintain her apparent composure and quell 
the tensions...Her unsettled mental state was making a difficult pregnancy even more 
difficult. Diego had been delivered -by Caesarean, and her doctors repeatedly told 
her that she would need all her strength for a similar operation. If she could make it 
successfully through the seventh month - mid-August - the child would stand a decent 
chance of surviving, but tranquility was mandatory. She tried to relax in Majorca, 
but slowly sank into despondency instead. ‘The reconciliation with Romain, she realized, 
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was a reconciliation in name only, a legai nicety to protect her unborn child and on 
Gary's reputation as a member of the French establishment....Late in the evening of 
August 7, Jean swallowed an overdose of sleeping pills, slipped out of the villa and 
headed in a daze for the beach. At the water's edge, she slumped on the sand, 
-unconsclous ....Jean was rushed in an ambulance to the Janeda Clinic in Palma, and 
doctors hastily pumped out her stomach, barely saving her." 


In the phone conversation with her Black Panther friends that the FBI taped on 
-August 19, 1970, Seberg said that the doctors had told her that she would probably 
give birth prematurely and that it could be at any time. She said: "If it's before 
the 27th of this month, it'll die." . 


Mike Wallace said nothing of any of this evidence of Seberg's unsettled emotional 
state and bad physical condition prior to the publication of the Newsweek story. In~* 
his account, all her troubles were blamed on Newsweek and the FBI. He said, "Just 
hours after reading that Newsweek item, Gary said later, Seberg began having severe 
contractions. She was rushed toa Geneva clinic and gave birth to a premature infant.” 


Wallace did not mention that after reading the Newsweek item, Seberg placed a 
call to her Black Panther friends in the U.S., telling them to go out and get a copy 
of that issue of Newsweek, saying, “cause you'll get a big kick out of it." Seberg 
was anything but hysterical at this time. She was hore interested in discussing the 
prospect of suing Newsweek and collecting a large sum of money than anything else. 
She was also deeply worried about a book that her former lover, Hakim Jamal, was said 
to be publishing. She was afraid he was going to say things about her that would injure her 
position with the black movement. According to David Richards' account, her concerns in 
the hours before the birth of the baby were more about the Black Panthers than about 
Newsweek. He says, "In her feverish and depressed state, it appears she became convinced 
that her bodyguard was a traitor, part of the nebulous conspiracy aimed at eliminating 
Huey Newton (a Black Panther leader) if he ever set foot on European soil. Jean would 
tell people how the bodyguard amused himself by running a switchblade lightly over her 
stomach until she had to beg him to stop. Then, minutes later, he would start the 
torture all over again. Gripped by a fear of betrayal, she began to think that there 
was a plan afoot to link her with Angela Davis, who, only weeks before, had been placed 
on the FBI's most-wanted list for allegedly smuggling guns into a California courtroom." 


Alluding to her failed suicide attempt on August 7, Richards said, "Although she 
and Gary had a public scapegoat in Newsweek, Jean would wonder until the end of her life 
just what role the sleeping pills had played in her child's death." A French court 
rejected the claim that Newsweek had been responsible for the premature birth and death. 


Rather than inform its viewers of all this evidence, CBS chose to repeat Romain 
Gary's dramatic charge that the death of -the baby so upset Seberg that she tried to 
commit suicide every year on the anniversary of the death. Richards, her biographer, 
provides no evidence that would substantiate such a claim. Rather than simply repeat 
Gary's wild statements, CBS might better have-pointed out, that his credibility was 
badly damaged by the statements he made after Seberg's death. For one thing, he 
strongly claimed that he was the father of the child. That was manifestly untrue. 


In summary, the November 17, 1981 profile of Jean Seberg adds up to a collection 
of damning accusations against the Federal Bureau of Investigation. It ignored the 
evidence that would have shown the FBI was not responsible for the publication of the 
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stories in the press arolscrers and ignored the evidence Mat shows those stories 
lata not ‘have the dire consequences CBS attributed to them. wee 


CBS obviously aired only one side of the controversial story. All that CBS 
ijatrea on this subject prior to the profile has also ignored the evidence exculpating . 4 
the FBI. . . 


The one~sidedness of the CBS profile of Seberg was noted by John J. O'Connor, 
television critic of the New York Times, in his review of the program. After noting 
the evidence that Accuracy In Media had provided to CBS News and others in the media 
on this case, O'Connor said that CBS producer Harry Moses told him he was aware of 
this evidence, but “he concluded that the stories about FBI involvement were true.” 
O'Connor comments: "Fair enough, but in failing even to mention the existence of other 
theorles--which have never been conclusively refuted--the program itself becomes 
questionable. Without an acceptance and endorsement of the reputed FBI role, the 
likelihood is that there would be no:Jean Seberg profile." (N.Y. Times, November 15, 1981} 


Accuracy In Media has written to CBS asking that the other side of the Seberg-FBI 
latory be told by CBS. A copy of this letter is attached. . 7 


Mr. Bill Leonard, president of CBS News, replied by letter dated December 9, 1981. 
Mr. Leonard's reply responds lamely to some of our specific criticisms of the CBS 
profile of Seberg. Mr. Leonard does not address the issue of the omission of all 
the contrary evidence. He does not claim that this has been aired by CBS in any other 
program. He gives no indication that the other side of the story will ever be told by 
CBS. 


We believe that CBS is in flagrant violation of the Fairness Doctrine and its 
treatment of the FBI and Jean Seberg. We request that the Commission order CBS to teil 
ithe other side of this controversial issue.
